W a sh in g to n, March 7th.— The caucus 
committee’s report will maintain the old 
committees as far as the changes will admit. 
Bayard will be Chairman of the Finance 
Committee; Davis of Illinois, Judiciary: 
Johnson, Foreign Relations; Jones of 
Florida, Public Lands; Slater, Agriculture ; 
Cottrell, Military Affairs; Hampton, Mines; 
Groome, Pensions; and the other principal 
committees will have the same chairmen as 
before. Several cf the new Democrats will 
get Chairmanships. 
The Republican caucus in the forenoon dis­ 
cussed the organizaron, and agreed that it 
ought to be postponed until all the vacancies 
are filled. It was held that a complete 
organization cannot be effected until the 
vacancies are filled. 
After the Senate adjourned the Republi­ 
can can cub again met, and it was stated posi­ 
tively that the Democrats had determined to 
go ahead with the organization. This inten­ 
tion was severely criticised as taking an un­ 
fair advantage, and the Republicans deter­ 
mined to attempt to reorganize when their 
vacancies are filled. It was stated that the 
new Seniors to succeed Carpenter and the 
Cabinet Ministers would all get here by the 
last of next week, and it was agreed that the 
Republicans oppose any organization before 
then. An extra session of Congress was 
also discussed and favored. It was said that 
if the Democratic Senators take the present 
advantage to control the Senate by an 
extra 
session, 
the 
Republicans 
can 
probably 
get easily 
the 
control 
of 
the committees in both houses. The funding 
bill was mentioned as a reason for an extra 
session. The Democrats intimate that they 
can adjourn in a few days, leaving the Dem­ 
ocratic supremacy to stand until December. 
If this is done the Chinese treaty will not be 
taken up in the Senate until acting on the 
business sent in by the President. The Re­ 
publicans will, unless assured that Mahone 
will act against them, attempt to upset this 
arrangement when their new members are 
elected. Mahone was at the Capitol to-day 
with Don Cameron, but informed neither 
side of his purpose. Probably the Republi­ 
cans will refuse to arrange the minority, and 
the Democrats will then leave the Republi­ 
can membership the same as last session. 
FURTHER ON THE SAME SUBJECT. 
W ash in g to n , March 7th.—If the Demo­ 
cratic Senators still insist on an immediate 
organization, the Republicans will abstain 
from voting. The question will then arise 
whethet a quorum of the Senate consists of a 
majority of Senators holding seats or of a 
majority when all the seats are filled. There 
are now 37 Democratic Senators, 33 Republi­ 
cans and 2 Independents, namely, Judge Da­ 
vis and General Mahone. If, therefore, it be 
decided that a quorum consists merely of a 
majority of those holding seats, or if both 
Independents vote on the question of adopting 
the list, and thus make an indisputable quo­ 
rum, the Republicans will have to accept the 
committee representation assigned them ; but 
in this event they will endeavor to reorganize 
the Senate if it be in session after the four 
vacancies are filled, provided the positions 
which may be taken by the Independents 
shall by that time afford them a rea­ 
sonable chance of success in reopen­ 
ing 
the 
contest 
for 
control. 
It 
was suggested at the Republican caucus 
to-day that the President should be advised 
to hold back nominations until the Repub­ 
lican vacancies shall have been filled, and 
thus prevent an adjournment to December, 
which might otherwise be ordered by the 
majority after securing control of the organi­ 
zation and transacted necessary business, and 
it was agreed that nominations might be 
properly thus delayed, in view of the fact that 
the Senate may meanwhile devote its time to 
the consideration of the various pendiijg 
treaties. Mention was also made of the 
power of the President to reconvene the 
Senate, in the event of an adjournment, as 
often as he may deem proper. 
Senator Mahone received invitations both 
from the Democrats and Republicans to par­ 
ticipate in their respective caucuses to-day, 
but has nut attended either. 
W ashington .Notes from O nr Own C orre­ 
spondent. 
W a sh in g to n,. March 7th.—The town is 
rife with rumors and gossip to-night about 
the expected new distribution of important 
offices. Most of the rumors cannot be traced 
to any foundation except the wishes of eelf- 
nominated candidates. Some others, which 
seem to be well founded, are as follows; 
Levi P. Morton has accepted the French 
mission, and will be nominated at once. Kx- 
Governor Noyes, of Ohio, the present 
incumbent, has already tendered his resig­ 
nation. 
Ex - Secretary Evarts can have 
the English mission if he wants it, but 
there are doubts cf his acceptance. Sen­ 
ator Hoar has requested the retention 
of Minister Lowell at Madrid, and he will 
not be disturbed. No change will be made 
at present in the Austrian Mission, but Min­ 
ister Kasson will resign during the summer, 
in order to come home and attend to his can­ 
vass for the Speakership of the next House of 
Representatives.

MR. GREEN 
AND 
THE 
LEVEES. 


The Bee last night undertook to defend 
Mr. Green’s record on the levee defenses. 
Its position was that the responsibility for 
the neglect of the levees during his previ­ 
ous admiuislration lies w ith the Levee 
Commissioners, and that he cannot be held 
accountable. 
This is too thin. 
The Bet 
m ust have surprising confidence in the 
forgetfulness of the public when it thinks 
it possible to make so flimsy a subterfuge 
as this exculpate its client. 
The facts are 
these. 
Mr. Green was Mayor of the city. 
Ho was a salaried official, charged w ith the 
constaut supervision of the city’s interests, 
and paid well for this work. 
The Levee 
Commissioners were citizens who served 
without p ay ; who were practically irre­ 
sponsible. and whose office, mainly through 
the apathy and indolence of the Trustees, 
had almost fallen into desuetude. 
The 
Trustees, with Mr. Green at their head, 
had become so accustomed to neglect the 
levees that it never occurred to them to 
take any aetion about them. 
I t was their 
business to see that the levees were duly 
protected and repaired, but so completely 
had they neglected this duty that when 
the break at Lovcdall’s ranch occurred in 
1S78, it was some time before it could be 
ascertained who the Levee Commissioners 
were. 
Citizens who supposed that they 
had been taken off the Commission years 
previously, then discovered to their amaze­ 
m ent that they were still in office. 
That 
was the kind of condition into which the 
levees had been perm itted to drift during 
M r. Green’s administration. 
I t is there­ 
fore somewhat im pudent in the Bee to 
turn round and try to relieve Mr. Green 
of responsibility 
by 
putting 
it on 
the 
shoulders of the 
Levee Commis­ 
sioners. 
A 
competent, 
public-spirited 
and 
energetic Mayor certainly 
would 
not have left the sole care of the defenses 
of the city to a Board the very constitu­ 
tion of which was at the time doubtful, 
and which had been suffered to lapse al­ 
most completely. 
The plain truth of the 
m atter is what the R e c o r d -U n io n stated 
yesterday, that Mr. Green did absolutely 
nothing for the levees when he was Mayor. 
I t is equally certain that he could have 
done a great deal l ad he been so minded, 
and that his duty to the city ought to have 
forced this m atter upon his attention. The 
city does not put reliance upon unpaid 
Commissioners in questions of this im­ 
portance, but it expects the salaried mem­ 
bers of the municipal government to see to 
its defenses, and if this is not done it holds 
them responsible for the failure. 
Mr. 
Green, and not the Levee Commissioners, 
is accountable for the Deglect of the levees 
during his administration. 


INSANE 
ASYLUM 
FIRES. 


Two insane asylums have been burned at 
night during the past winter, and in both 
instances the deficiency of water made it 
impossible to control the fires. 
It is to be 
observed that this deficiency almost invari­ 
ably occurs when public buildings of any 
kind situated outside municipal limits, take 
fire. 
Sometimes there have been special 
provisions against fire. 
Sometimes there is 
an elaborate machinery of engines and force 
pumps and Babcock extinguishers. 
But 
when the test comes all these provisions 
generally fail, and the destruction is com­ 
plete. 
No doubt lack of discipline is one 
of the causes of this. 
Ordinarily when 
engines or pumps, etc., have once been put 
up, they are thought no more of, and if it 
becomes necessary to use them the proba­ 
bility is that they have got oat of order, or 
nobody at band knows how to work them. 
A daily or weekly drill of the employes at 
such institutions would teach them all 
their duty, and keep the fire apparatus in 
constant working order. 
This is w hat i 
onght to he done, but it may require the 
burning of half a dozen more asylums to 
emphasize th e lesson. 


The cry of “ low taxes” which has been 
raised by. the supporters of Mr. Green for 
the First Trusteeship, is a fraudulent pre­ 
tense ; a mere piece of claptrap intended 
to deceive the unthinking and ignorant. 
In the first place it is to be noted that 
Mr. Green himself has never asserted in 
public th at he was in favor of low taxes. 
W hen he was asked this question before 
the Convention the other day he answered, 
with commendable caution, that he would 
“ look into” the matter. 
But his personal 
experience in the M ayoralty no doubt 
convinced him that he could n o t pledge 
himself to the 1 per cent, proposition w ith­ 
out undertaking a contract which he muBt 
have known to he impossible of fulfill­ 
ment. 
W hen he was Mayor, as our cor­ 
respondent “ X ” showed yesterday, he never 
found it possible to carry on the city gov­ 
ernm ent with a levy of 1 per cent. 
On 
the contrary, at a time when the property 
on the assessment roll was *7,500,000 more 
than at present, he levied a tax of §1 74, 
though only 3 cents of that was for levees 
and drainage. 
Y et the taxpayers of Sac­ 
ramento are now asked to believe that 
with an assessment roll of only 810,000.000, 
and with more urgent demands than ever 
for extra outlays, Mr. Green would be able 
to carry on the government upon a tax of 1 
percent. The ideáis preposterous onits face. 
The pretense th at one per - cent, is 
enough for all purposes Í3 a false one. 
No 
such rate could, as has been conclusively 
shown, raise a sufficient amount to carry 
on the government with. 
I t therefore 
amounts to this, that if Mr. Green is really 
in favor of a one per cent, tax only, he is 
in favor of depriving the city of the pro­ 
tection it stands in need of, and in so cut­ 
ting down the necessary expenditures as to 
leave no fund whatever for drainage and 
sewerage, street repaira or street sprink­ 
ling. 
W hoever seriously advocates such a 
method of governing the city must prefer 
penury, filth and disease, together with 
constant danger from floods, to security, 
health and prosperity. 
If the election of 
to-day is to be made upon any such issue, 
the people m ust understand the true nature 
of the proposition that ¡3 made to them. 
They m ust understand plainly th at there is 
no question of superior economy behind 
Mr. Green’s position, but th at bis friends 
claim for him a purpose to reduce taxation 
at the expense of the prosperity, health 
and comfort of the community. 
Low taxation is a fraud in another way. 
Those who are raising the humbugging cry 
pretend th a t they are in favor of liberal 
expenditures for levee purposes. 
This po­ 
sition is absurd. 
If we are to have the 
low rate of taxation they propose we can­ 
not have the levee defenses of which they 
talk. 
No community can achieve the im­ 
possible feat of obtaining money’s worth 
w ithout the expenditure of money, yet 
that is w hat Mr. Green’s friends undertake 
to do. 
I t is therefore clear th at they are 
not sincere when they talk of a tax of one 
per cent., or th at they are not sincere 
when they talk of extending the levee de­ 
fenses. 
Judging from Mr. Green’s past 
record it may he suspected th at they are 
not Bincere in either particular, for when 
he was Mayor we did cot have low taxes, 
and neither was any money expended on 
the levees. 
¿¿The tru th is that all this talk about low 
taxes ¡3 nonsense, and those who use it 
know th at it is nonsense. 
This city has 
obligations from which she cannot escape, 
and needs which she cannot igHore or post­ 
pone. 
The man who at such a juncture as 
the present pretends th at it is possible to 
carry on the government and strengthen 
the levees at the same time th at taxation 
is reduced, is no better than a. charlatan, 
and is not dealing candidly w ith the pub­ 
lic. 
Sacramento must be put beyond the 
danger of inundation. 
That is the uni­ 
versal opinion 
of 
her residents. 
The 
wisest economy in such a case is the 
policy which boldly confronts the neces­ 
sity. 
I t Í3 not economy, but demagogery, 
that proposes to reduce the tax-rate at a 
time like the present. 
Low taxes can 
mean nothing hut neglect of the most vital 
interests of the community. 
Low taxes 
mean leaving 
the inhabitants 
of 
the 
southern part of the city at the mercy of 
every flood. Low taxes mean dirty streets, 
foul Bewers, neglected drainage, and ail the 
signs of decay and decadence which drive 
away business and herald the collapse cf 
prosperity. 
If Mr. Green was elected, and “ looked 
into ” the situation, we are satisfied that 
he would find it necessary to adhere to the 
tax rate already levied. 
Neither he nor 
any other man could bear the responsibility 
of depriving the people of the protection 
and the conveniences they have a right to. 
To employ thi3 cry of low taxes now is 
therefore a thoroughly contemptible and dis­ 
honest subterfuge, which can only deceive 
those who never think for themselves, and 
which every business man and intelligent 
taxpayer knows to he a spurious pretense. 
Those who are willing to profit by such 
fraudulent issues, however, are obviously 
untrustw orthy, and the taxpayers will, if 
they are wise, shun a ticket which is being 
put forward under such disingenuous and 
hypocritical pleas, and whictf makes-be- 
lieve to be in favor of a policy equally im­ 
possible and undesirable. 


AMENDMENTS 
TO 
THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


I t has become evident that the new 
Constitution will 
have 
to 
be largely 
amended before it can be regarded as 
satisfactory, and the need for some of 
these changes has been clearly shown by 
the workings of the instrum ent. 
During 
the past session of the Legislature, for in­ 
stance, one of the heavy subjects which 
failed to he considered was that of county 
governments. Now the difficulties attend­ 
ing this subject are nearly all inherent in 
the Constitution itself. 
The framers of 
that instrum ent undertook to apply rigid 
forms of county government to the most 
various and dissimilar conditions. 
Their 
provisions for classification are incapable of 
being applied, for the sufficient reason that 
there are alm oit as many different sets of 
circumstances as there are counties in the 
State, and it would he impossible to con­ 
form these diverse circumstancft to any 
particular form of law without producing 
confusion worse confounded. County gov­ 
ernment, in fact, has been rendered im­ 
practicable under the new Constitution, 
and therefore it would be much better 
that the Constitution should be amended 
in this respect, than th at the public funds 
should he squandered upon legislative a t­ 
tem pts to meet the requirements of this 
preposterous organic law. 
The present 
county governments are good enough for 
the time being. 
The people can get along 
with them very comfortably for two years 
more. 
And if the Governor, instead of 
putting a county government bill in his 
cali for the extra session, would recom­ 
mend the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment on this head, the 
m atter 
would be put in train for rational ad­ 
justm ent. 
An amendment to the Constitution ia 
also needed in the revenue provisions. Ex­ 


perience has demonstrated the evil of the 
constitutional scheme of 
taxation, and 
though the Legislature has undertaken to 
remedy some of th e worst of these blunders 
by statutory enactment, it is clear that the 
organic law itself will have to be changed 
before public confidence will be restored. 
I t has also been shown during the last ses­ 
sion that the Legislature possesses a very 
dangerous power over the Executive in the 
m atter of voting the supplies. 
It can,' as 
has been recently proved, compel the Gov­ 
ernor to call an extra session, by refusing 
to pass the appropriation bill, and thus 
the constitutional provision th at the ses­ 
sion shall be of sixty days may be evaded 
at any time. 
This is evidently a very 
dangerous power to he in the hands of the 
Legislature, and some means of preventing 
th at body from blocking the wheels of 
government ought to be adopted. 
There 
are many other very necessary subjects of 
amendment in the Constitution, hut these 
seem to require most prompt attention. 


McSARRAHAN AGAIN. 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


It appears th at during the session of Con­ 
gress just ended, the indefatigable McGar- 
ralian succeeeded in persuading a House 
committee to report in favor of giving him 
a grant of 8,000,000 acres of land, in lieu of 
bi3 worthless invalid title 
to the New 
Idria mines. 
The majority of the mem­ 
bers of the committee who voted for this 
bold steal were about to leave Congress, 
and this fact in all probability rendered 
them more audacious aud moro reckless 
than they would otherwise have been. The 
right of McGarrahan to the Iand-grant pro­ 
posed to be given him is on precisely the 
same basis as his right to the New Idria 
mines. 
He attem pted to get the mines by 
advancing a title which has been declared 
fraudulent by every Court, and which has 
been branded in the 
same 
way 
by, 
we - do 
not 
remember 
how 
many, 
successive Congresses. 
Every attem pt to 
revive the claim has had the same term ina­ 
tion, and yet the claim has been brought 
forward after each defeat with the same 
cool persistence, and what is more, it lias 
grown larger as time passed. 
A history of 
this case would surpass the most extrava­ 
gant stories ever invented by Mark Twain, 
and would go far towards justifying the 
conclusion that it is absolutely impossible 
to finally kill a fraudulent claim in the 
United States. 
W hen appeals are taken 
from the Courts to Congress, and when 
contingent fees are lavishly distributed 
among members, it is almost impossible to 
prevent the 
resurrection of such im ­ 
postures. 
This particular fraud, however, 
has become so malodorous, and- is so certain 
to damn all who connect themselves with 
it, that Congress, for its own sake, ought 
to take some steps for burying the out­ 
rageous thing.f

A REMARKABLE PROTUB-RANCB ON THE 
SUN. 


I t is pitiful to witness the condition of 
the sun. 
The great fire ball is in intense 
commotion. 
His surface is seamed and 
scarred in every direction, w ith black spots 
that indicate the disturbing elements at 
work in hia chaotic mass. 
Occasionally, 
for a day or two, the blemishes disappear, 
and the glorious king of day shows a face 
like a shield of glowing gold. 
But the as­ 
pect quickly changes ; spots come rushing 
in all directions ana assuming all forms. 
They appear singly aud in pairs, and again 
in groups and rows. 
Immense groups 
break up into small ones, and small ones 
unite to form great chasms, into which 
half a dozen worlds might he dropped and 
there would still be room for more. Some­ 
times the spots are visible to the naked 
eye, and at th at time a good opera glass 
or a spyglass will make them easily per­ 
ceptible. 
Hundreds of observers all over 
the world watch the sun’s face every 
clear day, and keep a record of the number 
of spots, their size, and the direction in 
which they move, for as the sun turns on 
his axis they turn with him, some of them 
remaining for months 
without 
much 
change, some taking on new forms and 
some disappearing entirely. 
Very little is 
known of this mysterious snn or the spots 
that are visible more than 90,000,000 miles 
away. 
Once in about eleven years the sun 
takes on his present sun-spot phase, and 
we are approaching the maximum of dis­ 
turbance. No one knows the cause. Some 
believe that it is planetary attraction, some 
that it is the fall of great masses of mete­ 
oric matter, and some th at it is the result 
of internal commotion and the rush up­ 
wards of gaseous explosions, in comparison 
with which our fiercest volcanic eruptions 
are hut the flicker of a llame. 
Besides the 
sun-spot agitation, the gaseous outbursts 
are marked and vivid. 
The tongues of 
flame or- rosy protuberances are darting 
forth in all directions and hearing their 
testimony to the solar commotion. 
Mr. 
Tronvelot, of 
Cambridge, who 
makes 
daily observation of the sun’s chromo­ 
sphere, gives: a graphic description of the 
remarkable solar protuberance that he w it­ 
nessed on the 16th of November. 
W hen 
first seen it was large and complicated, ex­ 
tending upward from the sun about 100,­ 
000 miles. 
Three or four hours after it 
had developed into huge proportions, ex­ 
tending far out into space, and vanishing 
gradually to regions where it conld not be 
perceived. 
As nearly as it could be meas­ 
ured it reached a hight of over a quarter 
of the sun'sdiameter, or about 235,000 miles. 
Snch a protuberance hurled upward from 
the earth would almost reach the moon ! 
Two hours after the whole structure had 
collapsed, and was only'about 18,000 miles 
high. 
Observations like this give an idea 
of the mighty _ forcss at work in the solar 
orb, and make' observers long for the time 
when a satisfactory solution may be found 
for this mysterious periodical solar disturb­ 
ance, so intim ately connected with the 
meteorological condition of the earth.—

“ The contracts for sprinkling the streets, grading 
the plaza, and many other transactions that have 
been brought to our notice, show couclueivcly tha* 
the interests of the city wore but secondary.” 
This report attracted much attention at the time. 
The Trustees were imprudent enough to question 
the truth of the report, and the rignt of the Grand 
Jury to publish it. One of them brought an action 
of libel against the members of the Grand Jury. 
Upon the trial of the cause, which occupied several 
days, abuut the middle of April, 18','4, Mr. Green was 
a witness, and was obliged to submit to the humili­ 
ating contes&ion on the staud that he had in his 
ofiicc of Mayor sold a large lot of old iron, portions 
of the old Water Works machinery, to one of his 
co-Trustees at private side. Section 23 of the 
City Charter provides that *• if any Trustee shall in 
any manner, either directly or ind:nelly, be inter- 
us e lm any contract with thec-fcy.he shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, aud upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a Hue not exoeccUmr £500.” It 
was claimed that this act, both on the part of the 
seller and the buyer, was a violation of the law ; 
but Mr. Green saiti on the stand as x witness that 
he did not construe it that way. 
Among other defenses pleaded by the Grand Jury 
in their delense to the acJon for libel, the following' 
appears: 
*• That on the lath day of September, 1872, and 
for some time previous thereto, there ..os an ordi­ 
nance of the city of Sacramento prohibiting gam­ 
bling withiu the limits .A said eiiy, ar.d which said 
ordinance provided for the arrest f ud punishment of 
all persons violating the same; G A- .. the said last

ordinance, and the consequent release and discharge 
cf said gamblers with* ufc a trial 0: bearing.” 
After all tin* excuses and explanations which 
could be made for this act had b- n laid before the 
jury, a special questiou upon this nssue wa? submit­ 
ted to them, a? follows : 
“ Did the plaintiff corrup'ly, unworthily or scan­ 
dalously vote for a repeal of the ordinance concern­ 
ing gambling, aa charged in the answer r” 
To which the jury iu their verdict responded, 
“ Yes,” unanimously. 
The proof in tbe cu=e showed that Green and the 
p’aintiff voted for the repeal and the other Trustee 
voted against it. 
This fatuous trial resulted in a verdict for the 
Grand Jury upon all the issues, and the plaintiff 
took nothing by his action except the privilege of 
paying a cool bill of $416. 
It had a further effect. 
It caused the Trustees to 6tep down and out when 
their several terras expired, aud seek iu retirement 
from ihe public gaze an oblivion of the pas'. It is 
only three years since Mr. Green’s term expired. It 
i? altogether too soon for him to venture to submit 
his record to the scrutiny of the people. His ad­ 
ministration was distinguLhtd ior nothing but 
looseness and indifference to the. public interests. 
During it there occurred in the office for the collec­ 
tion of the city revenues the heavy Crowell defalca­ 
tion, w'hich could not have occurred had there been 
a 
vigilant 
and disinterest. *1 
supervision on 
the part of the Mayor. 
Mr. Green ha? iu other 
ways demonst rated hi? unfitness for public trust, 
as something over a thousand <1 depositor? in the 
Odd Fellows’ Savings and Cornu ereial Bank have 
sorrovvful occasion to know. As one of the directors 
of that institution, he contributed . . . ■ share I 
bringing it into an insolvent condition by borrow­ 
ing it? funds, contrary to :aw, for h i: w:i use, and 
then assisting in putting its 
hi*» owu debte 
to the bank included—into the hands < f an as­ 
signee, under the pretense of ;n equal distribution 
of what was left to the despoiled crtaucrs. 
None but a ring, having ulterior object»; in view, 
would ever have thought r f attempting to force 
such a character upon the people of this cuy as t! e 
chief executive head.

The matter of the sale of the lot between I 
and J, Fourth and Fifth streets, heretofore 
held for school purposes, came before the 
Board, and the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted :

Melvin for tie purchase of the west «0 feet of lot 3, 
between 1 and J, Fourtu and Fifth streets, in the 
city of Sacramento and State of California, be ac­ 
cepted and the property be sold for said price; and 
we hereby authorize the President of the Board to 
execute a deed to said Melvin for said property. 
Upon application of H. B. Bnrlingame for 
permission to use the public square below re- 
ierred to, the following order was passed : 
“ Ordered, that the President of the Board 
be and he is hereby authorized to make a 
lease to H. B Burlingame of the public 
square located between P and Q, Twenty- 
seventh and Twenty-eighth streets, at a 
rental of $15 per annum.” 
The annual report cf the Board of Fire 
Commissioners wa3 recsived and placed on 
file. 
Chief Engineer J. A. Cunningham, of the 
W ater Works, presented his report for the

keep the supply good, 1,000 feet of carboiiz- i hose, 
with couplings, at a cost of $1,351 75. We have 
I ad to replace iwo of the old horses with new ones, 
which cost ir. the exchange $325. As there was net 
a sufficient sum in the Fire Department fund to 
meet all the expenses of lost year, we had to ad­ 
vance $3,125 for two months’ salary, winch we paid 
out of this year's allowance

The second story of Engine-house 
No. 2 should be plastered and painted. That 
heaters he placed in the engine-houses, to 
enable the steamers to have steam up when 
they arrive at a fire. That 1,000 feet of hose 
be purchased the coming year, as the old sup­ 
ply is getting poor ami frequently bursts, and 
that two more copper suctious be purchased 
in place of the rubber ones. 
It is also recommended that another fire 
company be organized ia the eastern portion 
of the city, as the distance from the present 
companies and the condition of the streets i? 
such that in m vst ca es great damage would 
ensue before fires in that location could be 
reached under present arrangements. 
. 
The Superintendent of the Fire Alarm Tel­ 
egraph lines reports that there have been 
many changes and extensions to the lines 
made during the past year. There is now ia 
working order about 15 miles of telegraph 
lines, 22 signal boxes, 1 bell striker, 5 me­ 
chanical gongs, 73 cells of main battery and 
9 cells local, etc. The Daniels battery has 
been replaced hy one of Fuller’s patent, which 
works correctly. 
It is recommended that a 
relief gong be provided for use in case of re­ 
pairs necessitated from injuries from wires 
becoming broken or interfered with, which is 
Labia to occur. 
The boxes have all been overhauled and 
new cables run in. A new circuit has been 
constructed, and known as the “ ea tern cir­ 
cuit,” which includes all the brace* in the 
eastern part of the city. 
ít works the freest 
aud best of any system in the city, being 
mostly on poles, and not interfered w ith so 
much by trees. 
The placing of all the lines upon poles is 
recommended. A division of the southern 
circuit into two, which it is stated can be 
done at small expense, and thus greatly im­ 
prove the reliability of the reports, is also 
recommended.

Aluin Baking Powders in Court—Inter­ 
esting Testimony oí Scientific Men. 


Within the past two years a bitter con­ 
troversy has been waged between manufac­ 
turers, on account of the use of alum as a 
cheap substitute for cream of tartar by many 
manufacturers of baking powders. The hand­ 
some profits yielded by using the substitute 
have induced dealers as well as manufacturers 
to push them into the Lands of consumers, 
sometimes under definite brands, frequently 
by weighing out in bulk without any dis­ 
tinguishing name. 
_ 
Are such powders wholesome ? The Royal 
Baking Powder Company, who make a cream 
of tartar biking powder, declared that they 
are injurious to the public health, while 
others who make a'um powders claim that 
they are not. The whole matter as to the 
effect of these slum powders has finally been 
brought into the Courts, and the case was 
tried in the Superior Court of New Yolkcity, 
before Chief Justice Sedwick, reported sub­ 
stantially as follows in the New York Sun: 


CONCLUSION OF A LITTLE TROUBLE BETWEEN 
A CHE51IRT AND AN EDITOR. 
The suit of Henry A. Mott against Jabez 
Burns has brought to light the fact that this 
country produces at least forty-two different 
kinds of baking powders. 
Neither Burns nor 
Mott has been found guilty of making the 
baking powd»r, but Bums, who is editor of a 
periodical called The Spice Mill, has been 
severely mulcted for libel in his < fforts to 
make his paper spicy. 
Dr. Mott, it appears, 
is a chemist, and at one time was employed 
by the United States Government to analyze 
different specimens of baking powder which 
had been recommended for adoption to the 
Indian Bureau. 
Dr. Mott reported in favor 
of the cream of tartar baking powders for 
the Indians, and against the alum baking 
powders. 
The chemist analyzed forty-two 
kinds of baking powders. 
The jury were out about half an hour. 
They then came in with a verdict awarding 
Dr. Mott §8,000, to which the Court made an 
additional allowance of §150. _ 
As the pubLic have a large interest iu the 
wholesomcLcss of whatever it Í3 called upon 
to use as food, the following extracts are in­ 
troduced from the testimony of some ot the 
prominent men as to the injurious t Sects of 
alum powder?: 
Dr. M o tt: Question—Were you employed 
by the United States Government ? 
Answer—I was, sir; was employ’d as 
chemist, to analyze all the articles of food: 
to express an opinion as to the analysis of 
their healthfulnes? and purity. 
Q.—Please tell the jury the baking powders 
y<>u examined while iu the employ of the 
Government? 
A.—It would be difficult to remember them 
a ll; I could refer to my books ; I examined 
twenty-eight powders; was given sixteen at 
first. 
By the Court—Give your best recollection. 
I).—And one of the powders included was 
“ Dooley’s Baking Powder ?” 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —And the “ Charm ?” 
A —Yes, sir; the “ Charm” and “ Pa- 
taps co.” 
Q.—The baking powder made by C. E. 
Andrews, of Milwaukee—did you analyze 
that? 
A.—I did. 
. 
Q.—Please stale in which powders you 
found alum ? 
A.—I found alum ia Dooley’s “ Patapsco,” 
“ Charm,” “ Queen,” “ Vienna,” “ Orient,” 
“ Amazon,” “ Lake Side,” “ Twin Sisters,” 
“ Superlative,” 
“ King,” 
“ White Lily,” 
“ Monarch,” “ One Spoon,” “ Regal.” “ Im ­ 
perial,” “ Honest,” 
“ Economical,” 
“ Ex­ 
cellent,’ 
“ Chartres,” “ Grant’s,” “ Giant” 
and the “ Queen.” 
Q.—Now, these powders mentioned in 
your communication in the Scientific Amer­ 
ican—“ Dooley’s,” “ Standard,” “ Patap»co,” 
“ Charm”—bakitg powder manufactured by 
C. E." Andrews, of Milwaukee, you stated 
you found burnt alum ; if you please name 
the respective powders that you have ex­ 
amined—was it potash or ammonia alum you 
found ? 
A.—In the “ Patapsco,” “ Charm,” and 
in the “ Andrews” it wu3 ammonia alum. 
Q.—W hat is the gas usually furnished by 
baking powders? 
A —The object of baking powders is to 
furnish carbonic-acid gas. 
Q.—Will yon state to me again what other 
gas beside carbonic acid ga? is proper to be 
evolved by a baking powder ? 
A.—A iiuiited amount of ammonia gas. 
Q.—I notice in y ur article that you say 
starch is a proper ingredient to put ia a 
baking powder? 
A .—Starch is a proper ingredient to pro 
vent decomposition of baking powders. 
Q —Recurring to tbe question that has 
been asked you upon this suit—the result of 
these exauiiu ttkms which yon have made —is 
it your opinion that alum in these vari ms 
compound», in baking powders such db you 
have examined, is injurious? 
A .—It is my opinion, bnsed upon actual 
experiment* upon Irving animals. 
Charles F. (.’handler, called on behalf of 
the plaintiff, being duly sworn, testified as 
follows: 
Q.—Dr. Chandler, you reside in tire city of 
New York? 
A.—I do. 
Q.—Your business is that of a chemist ? 
A.—It is. 
Q.—You are and have been Professor of 
Chemishy in several colleges? 
A.—I have. 
Q —Please state how long that employ­ 
ment of yourself has been, and with what 
c lieges you are now connected. 
A.—I am at present Professor of Chemistry 
in the Academic Department of Columbia 
College; the School of Mines, Columbia 
College; the New York College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, aud the New York College of 
Pharmacy. 
Q —You are Pie ident, also, of the Eoard 
of Health, are you not ? 
A.—I am. 
Q —In your various employments have you 
had frequent occasion to examine the ques­ 
tion of the wholesomeness of food and the 
beneficial or injurious effects of its ingre­ 
dients? 
A.—I have. 
Q.—I wiil ask you in regard to the use of 
alum with soda, in a baking powder, whether 
or not it is neutralized—is there any injurious 
constituent of alum left ? 
A.—There is an injurious constituent left 
after the mixture of alum and bicarbonate of 
soda. 
_ 
_ 
Q —W ithout using any nicety of chemical 
term», what is your opinion about the use of 
ammonia alum in a baking powder, in com­ 
bination with bicarbonate of soda and other 
ingredients for raising bread, whether in- 
juri rus or not? 
A.—I think it is dangerous to the diges­ 
tive organs, and liable to produce serious dis­ 
túrbanos of the liver of the individual making 
me of such powders. 
Henry Morton, President cf Stevens Insti­ 
tute, called in behalf of the plaintiff, being 
duly sw irn, testified as follows : 
Q.—You are President of Stevens Insti­ 
tute ? 
A.—I am. 
Q.—And hive for many years been a 
chemist. 
A.—I have. 
Q.—Have you had occasion to examine the 
substances which ace used iu the composition 
of baking powders ? 
A .—I have. 
Q.—Did yon, some time ago, examine a 
sample of Dooley’s Baking Powder ? 
A. —1 did. 
Q.—Is that it, sir ? (Handing a can.) 
A.—Yes, Bir ; that is it. 
Q —Well, what kind of alum did it con­ 
tain ? 
A.—Tt contained potash aium. 
Q.—Did you m j ka any extract of that alum 
to snow the kind ? 
A.—I did. I extracted a large quantity of 
it as potash alum, and it is iu this bottle 
which I have now here (showing bottle); that 
is potash alum which came out of the alum 
baking powder that was in that can. 
Plaintiff’8 connsel offers said can of Doo­ 
ley’s Baking Powder in evidence. 
Q.—Now, sir, have you made any experi­ 
ment in the bread made from baking powder, 
to see whether there was any soluble alumina 
in the bread itself ? 
A.—I have. 
I took a portion of this pow­ 
der and mixed it with flour iu tbe directed 
proportions, and baked a small loaf with it. 
Then I soaked this loaf—the interior part of 
it—in cold water and made an extract, in 
which I jeadily detected, by the usual tests, 
alum—that i?, alumina in a soluble e ndition. 
Q.—Does any baking powder in which any 
alumina suits enter, contain alumina, in your 
opinioD, which can be absorbed in the procese 
of digestion Í Are not such objectionable ? 
A —They are decidedly objectionable, in 
my opinion. 
Q.—Why do you say—from what system of 
reason do you make it out—that because alum 
i? injurious alumina is injurian?? 
A.—Because the injurious effects of alum­ 
ina, when it gets into the stomach and reacts 
on the organs, are the same. T’his hydrate 
of alumina meets in the stomach the gastric 
juices and reacts with them the same as alum 
would. I t forms, in fact, a kind of alum in 
the stomach with those acids, and whatever 
aium would do it would do. 
Dr. Samuel W. Johnson, Professor of 
Chemistry in the Scientific School, Yale Col­ 
lege, beirg duly sworn, testified as follows : 
Q —You have had much to do in the exam­ 
ination of substances that enter tbe food and 
the adulteration of food? 
A.—More or leas ; yes, sir. 
Q —After the us? of alum with soda, in 
a baking powder, in your opinion is there 
any injurious sub-tances left? 
A.—In my opition there is an injurious 
substance Lfc. 
Q.—What, air, two yesrs ago, wa3 the pre­ 
vailing opinion among scientific men as to the 
fleet of the use of alum in baking powders ? 


A .—As far as m y acquaintance with scien­ 
tific men is concerned, u.y personal opinion is 
derived from my investigation and reading. 
I should think the opinion was that alum, or 
any compound of alumina, would be decided­ 
ly injurious. 
Q.—Did I understand you to say that any 
baking powder in which there are aluminous 
salt?, or any resultant from alum which could 
be absorbed in digestion, is objectionable and 
injurious ? 
A.—E xtbfmely 80. 
Joseph H. Raymond called, sworn and tes­ 
tified as follows: 
Q.—Would you be good enough to state 
your profession ? 
A.—I am a physician, sir, and a Professor 
of Physiology. 
Q.—You also were and have been for some 
time Sanitary Superintendent in Brooklyn— 
is not that so ? 
A .—I have, sir. 
Q.—Now, Bir, I will ask your opinion, from 
tlri; experience, whether ¡he u e of alum with 
soda in a baking powder is injurious or not in 
its physiological t Sects ? 
A..—I consider it to be dangerous. 
Q.—You examined this question for the 
Board of Health in Brooklyn some years ago, 
did } or not? 
A.—Two years ago, sir, in December. 
By the C ourt: Q.—W hat was the result of 
your iuv stigation as to the use of aium in 
baking powder ? 
A.—The re ult of ray investigation at that 
time was this : That the charges which took 
place between the time that alum baking 
powder was put in the bread and the time tho 
bread was eaten, the chemical changes were 
so little understood by chemists that as a 
physician and physiologist I considered it a 
dangerous experiment. 
Dr. Mott, the Government Chemist, in his 
review of the subject in the 
"Scientific 
American,” make3 special mention of having 
analyzed tho Royal Baking Powder aud found 
ii composed of pure and wholesome materials. 
He also advises the public to avoid purchas­ 
ing baking powders as sold loose or in bulk, 
as he found by analysis of many sampl-s that 
tho worst adulterations are practiced in this 
form. The label and trade-mark of a well- 
known and responsible manufacturer, be 
adds, is the best protection the public can 
have.

New Y ork, M arch 8th—a. \i — A lbert 
1’ink publishes the following in the World, 
in answer to Judge Black : 
“ In the ex­ 
planation given by Judge Black in your 
issue of M arch 2 ,1881, of his estim ate of rail­ 
road extortion, showing bow he arrived at 
the marvelous results commeuted upon ip 
my former communication, he made an addi­ 
tion of §225,006,000 to his former estimates 
for the item of robbery committed on local 
freight, which had been om itted in the report 
of 'his epee-oh before the Anti-Monopoly 
l,ea'me on February 21st—thus really esti­ 
mating the total robbery a t 8900,000,000 
during the year. 
The robbery of • course 
would be somewhat less in years in which 
badness was not so heavy as in 1880.” A fter 
a satirical allusion to Black’s confession of 
the inaccuracy of the 
figures which he 
(Black) gave in his letter, he says : 
“ I pro­ 
pose to show conclusively th at railroad mo­ 
nopolies have not only been more moderate 
in their exactions than he had supposed, bnt 
that they have committed no robberies a t all. 
Yes, m ore; that they even have not been 
repaid for services which they have ren­ 
dered to the people of the U nited States, 
and that they are no monopolies at all. 
The 
facts are these : W hile the grain crop in 1879 
amounted to 2,424,000,000 bushels--I have 
again to use the statistics for 1879, as those 
for 1880 are not yet published, and call 
special attention to this fact, so th at another 
case of “ suppressio veri ” may not be made 
out against me. 
Those who have latest in­ 
formation ean readily make the correction. 
Of the 2,424,000,000 bushels of grain raised 
in the U nited States, 79,271,000 found their 
way to the A tlantic ports 
Of these, 60,000,­ 
000 were carried by canal, the remainder by 
rail. 
A bout 80 per cent, of the grain which 
arrived at the seaboard was exported in 1879. 
A n increase of five cents on this portion of 
grain amonnts to 81,000,000, and the total 
earnings from the exported grain carried by 
railways east of Chicago to abont 811,­ 
000,000. 
Surely these amounts cannot be 
looked upon as a tax by the people of the 
U nited States. 
I t is the sum collected 
by the 
people from the 
consumers _ of 
Am erican 
grain 
in 
foreim 
countries, 
the railroads 
acting only as collector. 
Of the amounts collected, GO per cent, is paid 
for the working expenses of the roads—to 
their operatives; to the wood-chopper who 
furnishes firewood or cross-ties ; to men work­ 
ing on the track ; to mechanics, engineers and 
train-men ; to clerks and officers ; to inanu- 
facturera who furnish m aterial to the rail” 
road and laborers; to m anufacturers’ em­ 
ployes ; to miners of coal, and to butchers, 
tailors and merchants who supply food and 
clothing to all these people. 
All get a share 
of the per cent, of the money collected from 
the foreign consumer for transportation serv­ 
ices rendered him by the railroids cf this 
country. 
There is so much w ealth added to 
this nation, instead of a tax levied upon the 
people. 
Then 
the 
other 40 per cent, 
of money collected from other countries, 
being abont 4i per cent, m l he capital in­ 
vested, goes to citizens of this country, who 
by their capital, enterprise and publsc^spirit 
have furnished to the people of the U nited 
States the great system of railroads extend­

T h e G reat E a rth q u a k e . 
L ondon, ’ M arch 7th.—The following are 
additional details of the earthquake at Cas- 
camacciota. Island of Ischia: The first shock 
occurred a t 1:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
and the eecnnd an hour later. 
The whole 
upper part of the town was destroyed, but 
only two therm al establishments were seri­ 
ously damaged. 
The details confirm the 
damage to property, loss of life and injnry 
to the people previously mentioned. 
The 
Syndic and Sub-Prefect are directing opera­ 
tions for the recovery of the bodies of the 
victims. 
The royal steamers Naguna, P a­ 
gana and Esploratore have arrived from 
Naples w ith soldiers and physicians. 
The 
soldiers rescued many from the ruins. 
The 
population fled to the surrounding country 
and the sea-coast. 
The Government is send­ 
ing food from Naples. 
The King and M inis­ 
ter of the Interior sent contributions for the 
relief of the sufferers. 
The second and fatal 
shock lasted seven seconds, accompanied by 
a noise like subterraneau thunder. 
Then 
came a crash of falling houses, accompanied 
by the shrieks of the victims. 
I t is probable 
th at the loss of life will reach 200. 
The dam­ 
age to house-property is abont 10,000 francs. 
Mothers were found with their infants still 
clinging to their breasts. 
A t V illa Cametti 
two girls, playing upon a door step, were 
struck dead by a falling [archstone. 
Two 
hundred hcuse3 were thrown down, and 
many others damaged and mads uninhabita­ 
ble. 
The killed number 104, and many more 
were ¡Djured. 
The total number of victims 
is estim ated a t 300. 
The wounded are being 
conveyed in a steam er to the H ospital of the 
Pellegrini, Naples. 
A t Amnes, five persoDS 
were killed and thirteen houses destroyed. 
M any deeds of heroism were performed by 
the m ilitary. A Neapolitan sergeant plunged 
among the ruins of a fallen house and rescued 
a woman with her babe. 
A corporal saved a 
blind m ac, who, unconscious of his danger, 
struggled 
with 
his 
rescuer. 
Harrowing 
scenes were presented a t the m ortuary cham­ 
ber—mothers, wives and children striving to 
snatch the dead from the biers on which the 
soldiers were carrying them away. 
Soldiers, 
police and doctors were immediately dis­ 
patched from Naples. 
Shortly before the 
first shock the mineral springs were observed 
to be in a state of ebullition. 
R omb, M arch 7th.—T hirty thousand inhab­ 
itants of Cassamacciota are without shelter. 
N aples, M arch 7th.—Another shock of 
earthquake occurred on Monday a t 11 o’clock. 
More bodies have been found. 
The latest re­ 
ports show that 126 people were lulled and 
179 injured by the earthquakes. 


T h e 8 to rin In S c o tlan d . 
L ondon, M arch 7th.—The snow-storm in 
Scotland has now abated, but it will be some 
days before railway communications are re­ 
stored. 
A bout nine vessels were lost on the 
Aberdeen shore coast and one hundred per­ 
sons drowned. 
The ship Ben Phydding, 
from C alcutta to Dundee, was wrecked near 
Aberdeen, and thirty persons drowned.
